Juliette, Ga., June 10.—(Special.)—A 
southbound passenger train from Atlanta 
for Macon struck a freight train head 
on, going at a high rate of speeu, about 
three hundred yards south of the depot 
@t this place at 2:10 o’clock this after- 
noon. The engineer and fireman of the 
passerger train were killed instantly and 
Over a score of the passengers were in- 
jured. Among the injured are a’ number 
of prominent Atlantans.

Prisoner Became Nurse. 

‘ Among the more seriously injured was 
Ben Pearson, a_ atate prison ‘guard 
who resides in Atlanta. Pearson was 
conveying a female prisoner, under a life 
Sentence, to the jail at Macon. When 
the crash came Pearson was thrown 
from his seat with terrific force. 
tained a bad cut on the head, and phy- 
BSicians in Macon who attended him 
stated that his skull was fractured. The 
woman prisoner with Pearson escaped 
with trivial injuries. Pearson was taken 
to Macon, where he turned his prisoner 
over to the authorities. During the trip 
to Macon Pearson’s prisoner voluntarily 
became his nurse. She bathed his head 
constantly and stanched the flow of 
blood with a handkerchief. Those on the 
train to Macon were loud in their 
praises of the woman and declared that 
she should be granted a pardon. Pear- 
eon was later taken to Atlanta. 

The wreck occurred on a sharp curve 
near this place. It is not Known definite- 
ly whether the freight train was at a 
standstill or not. The engineer and fire- 
man of both trains saw that a collision 
was inevitable several seconds before 
the trains struck. The crew of the 
freight engine saved themselves by 
jumping, but the engineer and fireman of 
the passenger train remained at their 
posts. When the trains came together 
the concussion was so great, although 
Engineer Pittman had reversed his throt- 
“fle, that both engines were badly wreck- 
ed, and inside the cars seats and doors 
were torn from their fastenings and 
fiying through the air injured many of 
the passengers. 

Panic Follows Wreck. 

The wildest panic prevailed among the 
passengers. Women fainted and men 
shouted. The train hands, however, Kept 
their heads and made every effort to re- 
gtore order. When quiet was finally re- 
gtored the injured were taken from the 
train an@ removed to the €epot near by. 
Among the Atlantans who were injured 
are F. K. Ldlliard, R. O. Cocaran, H. 8. 
Penny, Dr.’ George S. Tigner, A. D. Wil- 
Jiams, E. P. Johnson and Dr. Walter J.

IN COLLISION 


Passenger Train Crashed 
Into Freight at Norcross, 
Ga., Yesterday. 


FIBEMAN G. HANEY 
HAD HIS RIBS BROKEN 


The Bell Left Atlanta Yesterday Af- 
ternoon Crowded with Passen- 
gers, and That Some Were 
Not Killed Was Almost 
a Miracle. 


Train No. 18, of the Southern, known 
as the local Bell, met in a frightful col- 
lision with local freight, No. 65, a Nor- 
cross, Ga., yesterday afternoon shortty 
after 5 o’clock. The engine and baggage 
car of the passenger were turneg over 
and partly demolished and Fireman G. 
Haney, of the Bell train, was seriously, 
and perhaps fatally, injured. 

The line on which the collision occur- 
red is in the Charlotte division, but the 
Atlanta office was asked to send a 
wrecking train to the scene. This train 
left for Norcross shortly after 6 o’clock 
last night. 

The Bell left Atlanta yesterday after- 
noon crowded with passengers for su- 
burban homes and stations near Atlanta 
and that some one was not killed in the 
collision appears miraculous. 

Local freight, No. 65, had received or- 
ders to take the siding at Norcross and 
wait for the local passenger to pass. 
The freight was coming south and ac- 
cording to the facts received in Atlanta 
had just taken the siding but had not 
cleared it when the Bell came by. The 
engineer of the passenger train thought 
the freight was clear of the switch and 
the result was what is known among 
railroad men as a “‘side swipe.”’ 

Fireman Haney and his engineer were 
thrown from the cab, the former having 
several ribs broken. The baggage coach 
rolled over on its side with the engine 
and in the passenger coaches the great- 
est. confusion prevailed. A number of 
passengers were badly shaken up and 
Several received cuts about the face and 
limbs but from what can be learnéd none 
were sériously injured. 


watch was five minutes slow. He said that 
he was trying to make the siding south 
of Juliette instead of the one at the de- 
pot, He believed that the passenger train 
was behind time, as otherwise’ he: expect- 
ed to meet the train at the depot. The 
passenger train, however, was exactly on 
time. There is no other cause, except that 
given by Engineer Gailey, to which the 
accident can be attributed. 

Only two of the passengers wno were 
injured, so far as can be learned, return- 
ed to Atlanta. They were Ben Pearson, the 
prison guard, and an unknown young 
man. The latter was cut about the head 
and legs, but was not seriously injured. 

Passengers Tried To Jump. 

The curve on which the smash up oc- 
curred is so sharp that when the passen- 
gers saw the freight train on the track 
ahead they Knew that a collision could 
not be averted. Im an instant a scene of 
indescribable panic developed. Many per- 
sons crowded about the doors, and a num- 
ber struggled to open tne windows, but 
as far as is Known none jumped from the 
train. When the engines struck eacn 
other the shock sent the passengers 
tumbling from one end of the cars to the 
other. All of the windows were broken 
and the interior woodwork of the cars 
was smasned into splinters. The engines 
wree thrown one upon the others and the 
cabs were wrenched loose. 

The freight train. was loaded with fruit 
and watermelons, peaches and vegetables 
were scattered for many yards about the 
wreck. Engineer Pittman and Fireman 
West were pinioned in their cab and 
crushed to death. Engineer Gailey, of the 
freight train, was badly cut and bruised. 
All of the more seriously injgred received 
medical attendance at Macon. 

Wreck Record for Three Months. 

Washington, June 10.—During the three 
months ended December 31 last, there 
were 1,481 railroad. collisions and 877 de- 
railments in the United States, in which 
274 persons were killed and 2,089 injured. 

Accidents of all other kinds increased 
the total to 883 killed and 16,235 injured. 
The damage to cars, engines and road- 
way by these accidents amounted to 
$2,075,091. 


BODIES ARRIVE IN ATLANTA. 


Dead Engineer and Fireman Brought 
Here on Special Train—Statement 
by Superintendent Vaughn. 

A special train bearing the bodies of 
James’ T. Pittman, engineer of the ill- 
fated train. and Jerry West, the ffre- 
men, arrived at the union depot in this 
city at °$:40 o'clock. Both bodies were 
so badly cut up as to be almost unrecog- 
nizgable. The bodies were removed to the 
undertaking establishment of H. M. Pat- 
terson on Peachtree street. 

W. A. Slate,a brother in ‘aw of the dead 
engineer, was at the depot awaiting the 
arrival of the bodies. He accompanied 
the body of Pittman to the undertakers.

More Than Thirty Killed Outright 
ania Large Number Injured.

Chicago, June 10.—Reports of a 
tornado near Bloomington are cur- 
rent. Neither the telegraph com- 
paniés nor the railroads have wires 
workirg into that city. Communi- 
cation was lost suddenly. The com- 
pleteness of the interruption caused a 
belief that the storm was one of ex- 
ceptional severity. 


St. Peul, Minn., June 10.—A tornado of 
marked severity prevailed yesterday 
evening over sections of Clay and Brek- 
er counties and across the southern por- 
tions of the White Earth Indian reser- 
vation. Jt is reported that fifteen lives 
were lost, many people injured and great 
damage done to farm property, many. 
dwellings, barns and outbuildings being 
destroyed, 

Grain was leveled by 
lowed the wind, but the crop is not far 
enough toward maturity to be seriously 
injured. The region througout which 
sparsely settled and remote from tele- 
granhic communication and details of 
the storm are therefore meager. 

The storm seems to have first struck 
northwest of the town of Ulen, in Clay 
county, whence it traveled sovutheast- 
wardly across the northern part of 
Becker. county, . striking the towns of 
Foss, Atlanta and Walworth, along the 
lower edge of the White Earth reserva- 
tion. 

The list of dead includes the follow- 
ing: 

MRS. O. A. BERG, wife of a farmer 
living near Yoss, killed by falling tim- 
bers. 

FOUR CHILDREN of Andrew Pein, 
living north of Ulen, killed by collapse 
of their home. 

Up to a late hour tonight it has been 
impossible to verify the report from the 
White Earth Indian agency that fifteen 
people were killed on the reservation by 
the tornado. A great deal of live stock 
was killed. 

Fifteen Reported Killed. 

White Earth, Minn., June 10.—A ter- 
rific electric, wind, hail and rain storm 
passed over the southwest portion of 
the White Earth Indian reservation last 
night, leaving deat and destruction in 
its wake. Reports from the southern 
part of the reservation say that the 
fury of the storm was terrific in Wal- 
worth and Atlantic townships. Houses 
and barns wre torn down, crops de- 
stroyed and some fifteen persons are 
reported killed. 

Seven Are Reported Dead. 

Ulen, Minn., June 10.—A tornado form- 
ed 5 miles west of this place between 
4 and 5\o'’clock yesterday afternoon and 
swept over anyarea one-half mile wide, 
and probably 20 miles long. It took a 
southeasterly course, demolishing farm 
buildings, killing four persons and in- 
juring many more. 

At Voss postoffice, Mrs. O. Berg, was 
killed and her home was demolished. 
Four miles north of Ulen three mem- 
bers of the family of Andrew Horin 
was so badly injured that they may die. 
Reports from various sections are to 
the effect that many persons were badly 
injured. 

Near Atlanta, Ole Johnson Berg and 
his son were picked up and carried near- 
ly half a mile by the storm. Both es- 
caped with bruises. The Norwegian Lu- 
theran church. at Atlanta was razed. 
Hundreds of head of stock were killed. 

Ten Are Reported Dead. 

Lake Park, Minn., June 10.—A tornado 
swept through the country 12 miles north 
of there late yesterday afternoon, cut- 
ting. a path 2 miles wide and 3 mites 
long. Nine farm houses were destroyed 
and ten persons are reported dead. The 
church at Spangele was demolished. 
Further details have not yet reached 
here.

General Jchn P. Elkin, of Indiana. is still 
battling for the nomination for governor, 
but his most’ sanguine adherents concede 
Pennypacker’s nomination. 

Both Pennypacker and Elkin delegates 
held caucuses tonight. The Watres del- 
epates attended the Pennypacker caucus. 
Senator Penrose will be temporary chair- 

man of the convention and Congreas- 
man'J. C. Sibley, of Franklin, was se- 
lected for permanent chairman. 

Bitterness Crops Out. 

The Pennypacker-Watres caucus was 
attended by 26 delegates, 18) being nec- 
essary to control the convention. HKitter- 
ness between the leaders of the Penny- 
packer and Elkin factions cropped out 
severa] times during the meeting of the 
republican staté committee this after- 
noon to prepare the roll of delegates and 
select the temporary officers of tomor- 
row’s state convention.. Senator Quay, 
the leader of the Pennypacker forces, 
and’ Attorney General Elkin, whe was in 
personal command of his adherents, 
shook their fingers in each others face 
and threatened political reprisals if 
each was not given fair treatment in the 
disposition of the contested seats in the 
convention. State Chairman Reeder ac- 
cused Senator Quay of making a de- 
erate misstatement and the senator ‘in- 
Stantly replied that this was an insult 
which he _ resented.- The Pennypacker 
forces had a decisive majority in the com- 
mittee and United States Senator Pen- 
rose was named for temporary chairman. 

During the procedings Senator Quay 
challenged the right of Chairman Reéder 
in appointing a member of the committee 
from. Chester county to fill a death wa- 
cancy. 

“The senator will recollect that a a 
cancy occurred in the United States sen- 
ate from this state a few years ago and 
it was thought so important that it was 
filed by the governor,’”’ concluded Mr. 
Elkin. 

“Yes, and it was turned down,” 
ed Mr. Quay. 

Quay and Elkin Clash. 

“For reasons which the gentleman 
knows,”"’ replied Mr. Elkin. 

Senator Quay moved the names of Sen- 
ator Penrose and A. 8. L. Shields, of 
Philadelphia, be added to the committee 
on contested seats. 

Mr. Elkin said: ‘‘We only ask that dele- 
gates who have been fairly elected be 
seated. We don’t want any nomination 
that does not come fairly.”’ 

You will get no nomination that comes 
any way,’’ retorted Senator Quay. 

Instantly Mr. Elkin was on his feet and 
shaking his finger in Mr. Quay’s face 
said: 

‘| will get the momination if the people 
have their will in Pennsylvania. Fair 
play is what we want.”

Creates Sensation by Announcing 
That He Will Oppose Senator 
Berry—No Mention Made 
of Philippines in the 
Platform. 


Little Rock, Ark. June 10.—The feature 
of the democratic state convention, which 
opened at noon today, was the ovation to 
former Governor James P. Clarke, who 
was declared by the convention to be-the 
democratic nominee for United States 
senator to succeed James K. Jones. Some 
of, the friends of Senator Jones opposed 
the resolufion and it was stated that 
Senator Jones demurred to the jurisdic- 
tion of the convention, The _ resolution 
was adopted by a vote of 420 to 72 and 
formal declaration was then given on the 
basig of: the vote in the democratic pri- 
mary elections on March 29 last making 
Clarke the nominee for senator. Gover- 
nor Clarke then addressed the convention 
and was accorded perhaps the greatest 
ovation in the political history of Arkan- 
sas. 

When the convention met at noon Hen 
T. H. Humphreys, of Fayetteville, speaker 
was elected temporary 
chairman. 

McRae for Chairman. 

‘All but two counties were repr@ented. 
C. McRae was 
made permanent chairman and in ad- 
dressing the convention said he violated 
no confidence as a member of the house 
committee on appropriations in saying 
that the appropriations by the present 
congress will reach $750,000,000. He ar- 
raigned the republican - party on. the 
ground of extravagance. Mr. McRae 
urged Arkansas démocrats to bestir them- 
selves and increase their majority at the 
September election. A recess was then 
taken until 3 p. m. 

In the afternoon a spirited discussion 
ensued over the _ resolution declaring 
James P. Clarke the democratic nominee 
for “4ted States senator. Several of 
Senator Jones’ ‘friends demurred to_ the 
jurisdiction of the convention, but on roll 
call only 72 votes were cast against the 
resolution, while 420 delegates vofed for 
it. The nomination of a state ticket was 
then proceeded with. Governor Jefferson 
Davis, who carried seventy out of seven- 
ty-five counties in the,March primaries, 
was renominated by the unanimous vote 
of the convention, the name of Colonel 
E. W. Rector, of Hot Springs, being 
withdrawn. | 

Jovernor Davis in addressing the con- 
vention and accepting the nomination 
sprang a political sensation by announc- 
ing himself ag a candidate for United 
States senator to succeed Senator James 
H. Berry, whose term expires in 1905.

‘We recognize the Kansas City plat- 
form as the declaration of the national 
democracy upon national questions until 
supplanted by action of‘a_ succeeding 
national convention, and as such we 
hereby declare a general indorsement of 
the same.”’ 

On the question of trusts the platform 
savs: 

“We denounce the trusts and all illegal 
combinations in restraint of trade or that 
which have for their purpose the control 
of the markets or products of the coun- 
trv and we request the passage of a law 
similar to the King bill in the last regis- 
laturé,. and we pledge the democratic 
party to the passage of such laws as will 
effectually prohibit the operation of all 
such combinations:in the state of Arkan- 
sas.”’ 

The remainder of the platform deals 
with state issues. Governor Davis’ ad- 
ministration is indorsed and a reform 
school for juvenile offenders and a new 
capitol are favored. Taxation of the fran- 
chises of corporations is demanded. 

Hon. Carrgll Armstrong, of Morrillton, 
was reelected chairman of the democratic 
state central committee. 

At 10 o’clock -tonight the convention 
completed itg labors and adjourned.

PORTS WILL BE CLOSED 
UNTIL VENEZUELA PAYS

Washington Has No Official Ad- 
vices, but It Is Almost Certain 
That the Kaiser Has De- 
cided To Collect Claims 
by Coercion. 


St. Thomas, D. W. I., June 10.— 
The German cruiser Falke sailed for 
La Guayra, Venezuela, yesterday, and 
the German cruiser Gazelle, sailed for 
the same port today under hurried 
orders from Berlin. 


Washington, June 10.—In the absence of 
any official advices on the subject, the 
officials here are in the dark as to the 
reasons for.the hurried departure of Ger- 
man warships for Venezuela, as reported 
in the St. Thomas dispatch. 

Germany has a big claim against Ven- 
ezuela, approximating 6,000,000 Boll- 
veres. One inference—there is no offi- 
cial information—is that Germany has 
sent her vessels to La Guayra to enforce 
the payment of the claim, as Venezuela 
has not attempted to meet the obligation. 

The diplomatic correspondence of the 
state department shows that Germany 
has considered the question of coercion 
in connection with the payment of the 
claim. A communication from the Ger- 
man embassy of December 2% last has 
this to say on the subject: 


“In case the German = government 
should be obliged to use coercian against 
Venezuela in connection with the pend! 
‘claims it will have to be considered wha 
kind of measures should be adopted. The 
most important measure of . coercion— 
that is the blockade of Venezuelan har- 
bors—would have to be carried through 
without a declaration of war preceding 
it. A blockade, therefore, would be a 
peace blockade. Such a blockade would 
touch likewise the ships of neutral pow- 
ers, inasmuch as. such ships, although a 
confiscation of them would not have to 
be considered, would have to be turned 
away and prohibited until the blockade 
should be raised. In the same manner 
European states have proceeded on such 
occasions, especially England and 
France.”’ 

It ia not believed that the Tinited States 
government would raise any objection 
should Germany undertake the blockade 
of Venezuelan ports to collect the claim 
of the Berlin company, as the president 
in his last message to congress made 
the following observ-tion on the Mon- 
roe doctrine: ““‘We do not guarantee any 
state against punishment if it miscon- 
ducts itself, provided that punishment 
does not take the form of the acquisition 
of territory by any non-At™merican powe 
er.”’ 


CAN’T AGREE ON RECIPROCITY. 


Republican Senators Hold Confer- 
ences but Do hing. 

Washington, June 10.-*The question of 
reciprocity between the United States 
and Cuba was again today the subject 
of many conferences among republican 
senators. The advocates of straight re- 
duction have definit§!y rejected the prop- 
osition for a present rebate and an ulti- 
mate commercial treaty as being too 
slow and uncertain and announce their 
determination to prolong the session in- 
definitely, if mecessary, to accomplish 
their purpese.

He also leaves a 
mother and father and four brothers, 
all of whom reside in Atlanta. He had 
lived in this city for over eighteen years, 
during which time he was in the employ 
of the Southern railway as an engineer. 
He was 42 years old. ; 

Engineer Pittman had a narrow escape 
from death in the Camp Creek railroad 
tragedy, which occurred two years ago. 
It was Pittman’s run out of Atlanta but 
he notified the superintendent that -he 
was sick and could not go out on the rum 
There was only one other engineer avail- 
able for the run and he was called upon. 
He said that he had just returned from 
a long run and that he did not feel equal 


Pittman was then calied on again to take 
the train out, but he said that he simply 
could not go out, as he was too ill. The 
other engineer was sent on the run. He 
met with a horrible death in the acci- 
dent, being literally cut to pieces. 

Jerry West, the colored fireman, 
was killed, lived on Wilson alley, 
city. 

The train which was wrecked was pas- 
senger train No. 8, en route from Atlanta 
to Macon. It left Atlanta at 12:0 o'clock 
this afternoon, and the wreck occurred 
300 yards south of Juliette at 1:52 o'clock. 

Superintendent Vaughn Talks. 

W. A. Vaughn, superintendent of the 
Southern railway, when questioned about 
the accident last night said: 

“The engineer of train No. 61, the 
freight, claims that his watch was slow. 
The two trains should have met at 
Juliette at 1:50 o’clock, but the freight 
engineer says that his watch was five 
minutes slow. The passenger train was 
exactly on time, and when the two trains 
collided the freight, which should have 
been on a siding, was on the main track. 
None of the passengers were seriously 
injured and most of them continued on 
their destination. There is no one tu 
whom any blame for the wreck can be at- 
tached except the engineer of the freight 
train, who states that the accident was 
caused by his watch being slow.” 

Ben Pearson, the prison guard who 
was injured in the wreck, arrived in At- 
lanta at 12:15 o’clock this morning. He 
was in a very weak condition from his 
injuries and could- not be _ interviewed 
about the wrecek.- He was taken to, his 
home at No. 93 Capitol square, where 
ne was attended by ar.

To Consider Pacific Cable Bill. 

The ‘house then adopted a special or- 
der for the éonsideration of the Corliss 
Pacific cable bill by a vote of 108 to 73. 

Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, who pre- 
sented the rule, announced that he was 
opposed to the government building a 
cable to the Philippines.

Washington, June 10.—Secretary Root 
said today that he had not yet had time to 
consider the case of General J. H. Smith, 
tried by courtmartial at Manila for al- 
leged violations of the rules’ of war in 
the conduct of the campaign of Samar. 
He added that as the Smith case was 
based practically on the transactions 
which led to the trial by courtmartia) of 
Major L. W. T. Waller, of the marine 
corps, charged with the alleged unlawful 
killing of Filipino prisoners, he would 
probably await the receipt of the record 
of that case before giving final considera- 
tion to the Smith case. The Waller réc- 
ord is not expected to reach this city 
for several weeks. 

It is said at the war department that 
the Waller case is a closed incident, but 
the Smith case will not be legally closed 
until it has been finally acted on by the 
president. The significance of this state- 
ment {fs that it is still within the power 
of the president to return the case to the 
court for reconsideration of the evidence 
adduced, even though the officer was ac- 
quitted by the court, as the press dis- 
patches from Manila have indicated. The 
court could not be legally compelled to 
change its findings, however, against ‘ts 
own judgment and its adherence to a ver- 
Gict of “not guilty’’ would stand despite 
the disapproval of the president, which 
in that case would be simply as a rebuke 
to the court without affecting the legal 
status of the accused.

Washington, June 10.—(Special.)—The 
extent of Venezuela's hostility toward 
the United States during the past year 
has just been revealed’ in official state 
papers just published by the state de- 
partment in the foreign relations for 1991. 
These papers. show that the United 
States was compelled to call upon Venez- 
uela for an explanation, an apology, and 
| to insist that they be given, and Venez- 
fuela, on her part demanded that the 
United States make an explanation of 
the visit of American war ships to her 
waters. 

The case in which the United States 
demanded ari apology was that of Mr. 
Baiz, the American consular agent at 
Barcelona. Mr. Baiz was arrested and 
‘placed in prison ‘in communicado,” by 
order from Caracas. He was not in- 
formed of the cause of his arrest. Mr. 
Russell then charge d'affaires at Carac- 
as. was informed by the Venezuelan 
foreign office that the consul had been 
arrested by mistake, but had been re- 
leased with due apologies. The consul 
telegraphed that he had been released 
without any explanation and Mr. Russell 
wired him, giving the statement made to 
him by the Venezuelan foreign office. 
This message was never delivered. 

Francis B. Loomis was then minister 
to Venezuela and Secretary Hay in- 
structed him to insist that adequate ex- 
planation and apologies be made fo the 
consular agent and that proper meas- 
ures be taken to relieve Mr. Baiz from 
the arbitrary action of the Venezuelan 
lecal military leaders. 

The Venezuelan minister of foreign af- 
fairs replied to Mr. Lcomis that Mr. 
Baiz ought to be satisfied, as the local 
authorities were immediat@y called upon 
to explain the motive for the arrest. The 
miscarriage of the telegram would, at 
best, be @n unpleasant incident that 
would have nothing to do with the gov- 
ernment’s desire to throw light on the 
case. Mr. Loomis subsequently called 
upon the minister for foreign affairs and 
repeated that a satisfactory apology or 
explanation was due. 

“Kindly say,’’ Mr. Loomis demanded, 
“whether it is or is not the intention 
of your government to offer a satisfac- 
tcry explanation or apology.’”’ 

This brought forth the desired apology 
and the statement that unforseen and 
unavoidable circumstances caused the 
loss of Mr. Russell's telegram. 

Vonezuela was decidedly nettled at the 
conduct of ‘the United States, and when 
the cruised Scorpion entered the. Orinoco 


‘river ‘without first having asked permis- 


sion, President Castro at once strongly 
protested and declared that the presence 
of the vessel was in violation of Ven- 
ezuelan as well as of international laws. 
Assistant Secretary of State Hill ex- 
plained through Minister Loomis that 
the visit of the Scorpion was in accord- 
ance with numerous precedents ‘and 
without offensive intentions. This ex- 
planation was not satisfactory to Ven- 
ezuela, which published a decree limit- 
ing the ports for foreign men of war to 
enter only to those opened to foreign 
commerce. There the matter rested. 

The Mayflower was the next offender 
from the Venezuela point of view. Mr. 
Russell reported last summer that Presi- 
dent Castro had been advised that the 
Mayflower had entered a closed port on 
the island of Margarita and he demand- 
ed an explanation. Two days later Mr. 
Russell wired that the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment ‘‘menacingly requested explana- 
tion of ‘the Mayflower’s entrance of a 
closed port of Margarita.’’ Secretary. 
Hay replied that the visit of the warship 
was ih accora@ance with customs and call- 
ed attention to ‘the fact that the request 
of the United States to be furnished with 
a@ list'of closed Venezuelan ports had not 
been complied with. Castro accepted this 
explanation.

Panama Will Win. 

Senator Harris, of Kansas, who Is one 
of the most active supporters of the Nica- 
ragua route, has expressed to fellow 
senators his belief that Panama will win. 
There ‘is a very general belief that the 


passage of the Panama Dill will compli- 
cate things to such an exient as to get 
the whole business tied in conference 
between the two houses, so there will be 
no final action at this sessiorf, but there 
is np question that the republicans can 
put the Panama bill through the house 
if they honestly desire to do so, for a 
number of the house stand ready to vote 
for Panama if that bill comes from the 
senate rather than let all canal legislation 
fail. But little general interest is being 
manifested in the senate debate. Sena- 
tor Turner, who made an able speech to- 
day, was listened to by but a handful of 
senators, 
| Naval Bill Passed. 

Another one of the big supply bills 
of the government was disposed of 
by the senate today, the naval bill, 
carrying more than _ $78,000,000, being 
passed. It includes’ provisions for 
two first class battleships, two first class 
armored cruisers and two gunboats, but 
trikes out the house provision that one 
of each shall be built at government 
yards. 

Mr. Perkins, a member of the commit- 
tee on naval affairs, argued that some 
of the vessels of the navy ought to be 
constructed at government navy yards, 
and he urged that the admirably equipped 
government yards ought to be utilized. 
This policy, he said, was demanded by 
the labor unions. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Mallory, 
of Florida, appropriating $100,000 for a 
fireproof building at the Pensacola, Fia., 
navy yard, was agreed to. 

Canal Bill Considered. 

When consideration was resumed of 
the isthmian canal question Mr. glurner 
delivered an extended argument in sup- 
port of the Nicaragua route. He die- 
cussed particularly the legal difficulties 
surrounding the acquisition by the United 
States of the Panama Canal Company’s 
right, franchises and property. He main- 
tained that the new Panama company 
could not pass a clear title to the prop- 
erty to the United States, and if this 
government purchased it it would pe 
with alll its encumbrances. 

In answer to an inquiry of Mr. Clay, 
Mr. Turner said that under no system of 
jurisprudence of which he had any 
knowledge could the rights and property 
of the old Panama Canal Company be 
disposed of by the new company without 
the old company having been made a 
party to the judicial proceedings. 

“I should like to inquire of the sena- 
tor,”’ said Mr. Fairbanks, ‘‘whether there 
has been a confirmation of the order of 
sale.”’ 

There Has Been No Sale. 

“Not that I am aware of,”’ replied Mr. 
Turner. ‘‘There has been no sale, and 
there could be, therefore, no confirma- 
tion to it.’’ 

In conclusion Mrg Turner urged strong- 
ly the construction the isthmian canal, 
saying that it at ore would relieve the 
Pacific coast from the onerous burdens 
placed upon it by the transcontinenta) 
railroads, which had become well] nigh 
intolerable. 

Mr. Morgan discussed the legal diff- 
culties of acquiring the Panama Canal 
Company property, and declared that the 
United States could not buy the property 
without acquiring the encumbrances 
with it. 

The house bill providing for the protec- 
tion of the president was refemsred te the 
judiciary committee, @ithough Mr. Hoar, 
chairman of that committee, thought it 
wouhkt be impossible to get action upon 
it at this session if the committee had 
to consider it.

'Major Glenn and ~ Others Ar 


Explaining the Water Cure

Manila, Monday, June 9.—The members 
of the courtmartial which tried Major 
Edwin F. Glenn, of the Fifth infantry, 
who was charged with administering the 
water cure to Filipinos, have returned to 
Manila. The court held its sessions at 
Catbalogan, island of Samar. 

The Glenn courtmartial refused to ad- 
mit evidence from places outside of the 
Philippine islands, which was brought 
forward to show that practices similar to 
the water cure had bean conducted by 
the police of New York city in 1894, when 
Brigadier General F. D. Grant wags one 
of the police commissioners. General 
Grant was president of the Glenn court- 
martial. Major Glenn, Surgeons Jones, 
Rhodes and Beall and Lieutenant Connor 
testified that they had taken the water 
cure; that it was not dangerous, but that 
it produced a fear of death by strangula- 
tion in the man to whom it was admin- 
istered. 

Major Charles J. Crane, of the adju- 
tant general’s department, said he con- 
sidered it impossible to obtain information 
from natives without coercion. 

At the trial by courtmartia] of First 
Lieutenant Julian E. Gaujot, of the Penth 
cavalry, who was tried on charges simi- 
lar to those preferred against Major 
Glenn, the lieutenant admitted all the 
charges and said he considered the re- 
sults -obtained amply justified by the 
methods employed. 

Lieutenant Norman E. Cook, of the 
Philippine scouts, who was tried by court- 
martial for manslaughter on the charge 
of ordering the execution of three na- 
tives, denied that he had given orders to 
this effect and claimed that the men in 
question were shot without his knowledge 
while endeavoring to escape. 

First Lieutenant Lyttle Brown, of the 
engineers, hag been courtmartialed for 
assaulting the editor of The American and 
sentenced to be reprimanded in orders. 

The ports of the island of Leyte have 
been closed since the ist of June. The 
native constabulary of the island will 
conduct an aggressive campaign against 
the bandits there and have refused the 
assistance of United States troops in this 
work. Major Henry T. Allen, the chief 
of the native constabulary, will probably 
personaily take command of his forces in 
Leyte. Insurgent flags are now defiantly 
flying in many placeg on the island.

Had the city 
officials performed their duty the fright- 
ful loss of life would have been prevént- 
ed. This is admitted by the officials 
themselves. The coroner’s jury, which 
was impaneled today, will fix the blame. 

Tne officers of the St. Luke Society 
will be compelled to show by what right 
they operated a sanitarium without a li- 
cense, and explain the locking of a de- 
lirium tremens patients in rooms on the 
top floor and shackling them. 

At the instance of the coroner’s office 
the president of the St. Luke Society and 
several employees who were arrested 
last night will be detained to await the 
action of the coroner’s jury. 

Dr, Miller, president of the sanitarium, 
chaims that the death of the people in the 
fire was not the result of any negligence 
or carelessness on this part, or that of 
any officer of the institution.

ANNUAL ADDRESS MADE BY 
REV. THERON H. RICE. 


Diplomas Are Delivered to the Seven 
Members of the Graduating 
Class. 


Athens, Ga., June 10.—(Special.)—This 
morning at 11 o'clock the closing exercises 
of the State Normal School of. Georgia 
were held at the Rock College auditorium, 
where a large and cultured audience had 
assembled.

Nothing To Indicate Early Set 
llement of Strike 


Mitchell and Wright Confer, but No 
Agreement Is Reported—Presi- 
dents of the Coal Mines 
Make Statement in Re- 
gard to Their Attitude. 


New York, June 10.—The information 
called for by President Roosevelt about 
the coal strike has been secured and will 
soon be presented to him in the form of 
an offi¢ia] report by Carroll D. Wright, 
United States commissioner of labor. The 
report will touch at the root of the diffi- 
culty and will explain the real causes 
leading to the great industrial conflict, 
which causes have been jealously guarded 
by both sides. Mr. Wright will not make 
any suggestions or recommendations. 
The information sought was obtained in 
two interviews which occupied in all but 
four hours. Monday night at the Man- 
hattan hotel President Mitchell made a 
presentment of the miners’ side of the 
controversy. Late today, in the offices 
of the Delaware and Hudson company. 
President Olyphant, of that company; 
President Baer, of the Philadelphia and 
Reading, and Thomas, of the Erie com- 
pany, discussed the strike from the 
Standpoint of the operators. President 
Truesdale, of the Lackawanna railroad, 
was invited to the conference, but was not 
present. 

“I have practically complete@ the of- 
ficial investigation,” said Commissioner 
Wright, “and will present my report as 
quickly as possible to President Roosevelt. 
I cannot say anything’ concerning the 
mass of information in my possession.’’ 

President Mitchell returned to Wilkes- 
barre tonight. 

Ralph Easley, secretary of the National 
Civic Federation. on being asked today 
as to the progress of the arZhracite coal 
strike, replied: 

“We have nothing further to do with 
the matter. It is now in ‘the hands of 
Carroll D. Wright.” 

Statement by Operators. 

New York, June 10.—The presidents of 
the coal roads .affected bY the strike of 
the anthracite coal miners made public 
today letters and telegrams which have 
passed between the operators and Presi- 
dent Mitchell and other representatives 
of the United Mine Workers. 

The letters of the operators were in 
answer to invitations from President 
Mitchell to the operators to send repre- 
sentatives to a joint conference of the 
operators and miners on March 12 at 
Scranton, Pa., in order to arrange a wage 
scale for the year beginning April 1, 1902, 
and ending March 31, 1908. 

All the replies were of a similar charac- 
ter, declining to take part in the confer- 
ence on the grounds that it was unprac- 
ticable to arrange a scale for the entire 
anthracite region: that each company 
desired to deal with its employees direct: 
that it was not deemed ativisable to have 
the relations between the miné owners 
and workmen disturbed every year and 
that the mine workers’ organization has 
caused a depreciation in the quantity of 
work produced per man as well as dissat- 
isfaction among the emplovees. 

Then follows a history of. the strike from 
the Shamokin convention of May 8 and 
the propositions given by President E. R. 
Thomas, of the Erie. which are under- 
stood to have been the basis of the first 
conference of the coal presidents, the 
mine warkers and the Civic Federation, 
providing that the anthracite companies 
shall not discriminate against members 
of the mine workers’ organization: that 
the members of the organization shall 
not refuse to work with non-members of 
Such an association; that there shall be 
no deterioration in the quality or quanity 
of the work and tnat there shall be no 
effort to restrict the individual exertions 
of the men,’and that each mine must 
settle individually any grievances 
that may arise. The first adjournment 
for thirty days and the two futile and 
final discussions ‘between the operators 
and the mine workers are mentioned. This 
i sfollowed by the dispatch of President 
Mitchell to the operators dated May 8 
asking that the operators agree to the 
appointment of a committee of five of 
the industrial branch of the National 
Civic Federation to arbitrate and de- 
cide all questions in dispute. The re- 
fusal of the operators to agree to this 
proposition concludes the list of the com- 
munications 

Lawlessness in Strike Region. 

Wilkesbarre. Pa., yvune_ 10.—National 
President Mitchell, of the mine workers’ 
union, who went to New York yesterday 
to meet Carroll D. Wright, United States 
commissioner of labor, did not return to 
strike headquarters here until nearly mid- 
night tonight. In his absence nothing 
was given out regarding the anthracite 
strike in this state, or the soft coal] sus- 
pension in Virginia and West Virginia, 
There is no change in the situation in this 
region from either the viewpoint of the 
miner or the operator. it was a very 
quiet day. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of the strike 
leaders to’ keep their men from commit- 
ting acts of violence, there continue to be 
acts of lawlessness which are rather an- 
noying to the companies. There was stone 
throwing and firing of revolvers today 
by a crowd which congregated in the vi- 
cinity of the William A colliery of the 
Lehigh Valley company at Duryea. The 
crowd dispersed, however, before any one 
was injured. As a result of the assault 
upon a night watcnman at Nanticoke 
last Saturday several persons, among 
them three women, were arrested today 
and held in bail to keep the peace. More 
arrests for the same assault are threat- 
ened by the company for whom the 
watchman worked. 

Some Improvement. 

Roanoke, Va., June 10.—Official reports | 
today show that there is some improve- 
ment in the strike situation in the Po- 
cahontas fields. More men returned to 
work this morning, and it is estimated 
that about 20 per cent of the regular 
force is at work. The output of coal 
ig in about the same proportion. 

The Indian Ridge and Browning mines, 
in the Pocahontas field, have asked 
their men to meet them at Bramwell 
tomorrow night, to arrange a compro- 
mise. The men say if the union is 
not recognized they will not return to 
work.

Bishop . Candler “Makes an 
Eloquent Address at 
Emory College. 


HE APPEALS TO ALUMNI 
TO SUPPORT ALMA MATER 


Literary Address Is Delivered by 
Chancellor Kirkland, of Van- 
derbilt — Juniors Contest for 

Medal—The Alumni Ban- 
quet Is Held. 


Emory College, Oxford, Ga., June 10.— 
(Bpecial.)—The event of commencement 
week was the laying of the corner stone 
of the new science hall this afternoon. 

During the past week the contractors 
finished the excavations and completed 
the laying of the foundation so that all 
was in readiness for the ceremony. A 
rostrum had been erected on the cam- 
pus near the building for the accommo- 
Mation of the noted visitors and the dis- 
tinguished speaker of the occasion, Bish- 
op W. A. Candler. 

Chairs were arranged in the natura! 
ampitheater below the speaker’s stand 
Yor the accommodation of the larg®™ 
throng which was in attendance to see 
guccessfully started the work for which 
many had long wished and to which they 
had contributed in money and effort. 

In the absence of Captain T. Pv. Wil- 
liams, chairman of the board of trustees, 
and W. P. Pattillo, vice chairman, Gen- 
eral C. A. Evans acted as muster of 
ceremonies. After the preliminary exer- 
cises of scripture reading and prayer 
Dr. Dowman, in a few choice words, in- 
troduced Bishop Candler. The choice of 
Bishop Candler as the man to deliver the 
address was regarded as a most happy 
and appropriate one. No man in Georgia 
or the south has been more distinctly 
identified with educational movements 
than has Bishop Candler, he having 
been for ten years president of Mmory 
college. Though his arduous duties as 
bishop have during the past four years 
eccupied the larger part of his time and 
thought; yet his interest in practical and 
progressive education has never for a 
moment ceased for, as he said this after- 
noon, by this means and this only cun the 
gouth come into the full possession of her 
heritage. 

For more than an hour the bishop held 
the rapt attention of the large audience by 
his eloquence and logic. His words this 
‘afternoon were especially well cnosen 
and suited to the occasion. He spoke 
mainly on the necessity for southern 
men to support southern institutions of 
learning, as the southern white cotieges 
need not look to the north for en@ow- 
ments. He congratulated the board of 
trustees that they were able to erect and 
equip such a magnificent structure us the 
science hall promises to be. He cungrat- 
ulated the faculty that there wououid be 
for use a building equipped with the most 
modern of apparatus, and which was in 
every way suited to meet the education- 
al demands of this practical and progres- 
sive age. 

Appeals to the Alumni. 

He closed his address with a strong ap- 
peal to the true friends of the institu- 
tion and to the old and new alumni to 
support the college with their best of 
thought, energy and money. 

The prosperity of Emory, he. said, 
means much more than one dare estimate 
to the progress and prosperity of Georgia 
and the south.

The trustees were exceeding- 
ly anxious for the building to be known 
ag the J. P. Williams hall, in honor of the 
man by whose liberality and under 
whose inspiration the work was inaugu- 
rated and will be carried td a successfu! 
completion. Captain Williams, however, 
modestiy declined the honor and 
ed that the hall should be named 
honor of Dr. and Bishop Pierce,

In Her Words of Farewell to the 
Graduating Class Mrs. Lips- 
comb Makes Impressive 
Appeal for More Ex- 
tended Education. 


Athens, Ga., June 10.—(Special.)—Lucy 
Cobb commencement closed this evening 
with tho graduating exercises. 

The orator of the evening was Hon. 
Thomas W. Hardwick, recently nomi- 
nated for congress in the tenth district, 
who for an hour held his audience facinat- 


ed by his. splendid address. His sub- 
ject was, “Why Not Speak for Your- 
self, Job?’ and after a very appro- 
priate introduction, in which he referred 
to his college days in Athens, he spoke 
in part as follows: 

“The ‘sweetest poem I ever read was 
written by. one of America’s Own sons, 
by the immortal Longfellow. I refer to 
the ‘Courtship of Miles Standish.’ In 
words simple but grand, plain and un- 
assuming, but musical and rhythmical, it 
tells ‘the story of our pilgrim ancestors. 

“There is a moral, trite but true, which 
is an irresistible deduction from my 
theme. It is the duty of woman in the 
grave crisis of life to assert herself, to 
be ittrue to the highest and noblest im- 
pulses of her nature, even if in order to 
do so she must violate every tradition 
and trample underfoot every custom of 
society—even if in order to do so she 
must rise triumphant over the prejudices 
of her neighbors and soar above the 
narrowness of her fellows. 

“Tf there is a character in all romance, 
fiction or poetry, that stands out as the 
preeminent embodiment of the graces of 
modesty, purity and womanliness, it is 
the lovely and modest belle of Plymouth, 
and yet when she came to the parting 
of the ways, when her life’s fate hung, 
trembling in the balance, when the hap- 
piness of three lives: were bound up in 
her conduct, her heart spoke and no 
critic’ with a spark of humanity in his 
breast has ever dared to suggest that 
her courage ought to be condemned. 

“In the stern affairs of war, woman- 
hood is supposed to play but little part, 
and yet in the grave crisis of national 
kife there-is no record of an epoch in 
which she has not played a noble part, 
even if she has been forced to violate 
every custom and break through every 
restraint that sentiment has built up 
around her. ' 

“The women of the old south—God 
bless them, alive and dead—animated by 
a patriotism as pure and as lofty as the 
snows that cap the everlasting Rockies 
and sustained and soothed by an unfal- 
tering trust in the justice of our cause, 
bade their husbands and sons, their 
brothers and sweethearts, goodby, and 
assumed the management of the farm, 
the feeding and clothing of the army, the 
eontrol of the négroes, while they waited 
with brave but aching hearts the arri- 
val of every mail, fearing and dreading 
that it. contained the sad tidings that 
some loved one at the front was either 
killed, wounded or missing. A _ writer 
who looked deep into the human heart 
once said that when at last human ac- 
tions were weighed in the exact scales of 
divine justice a brighter crown would 
be given to those who waited and watch- 
ed than to those who did and dared. 

Bartering for Titles. 

‘*‘Before I shall have concluded, permit 
me to indulge in just one application of 
the theme I have chosen to the ordinary 
and usual affairs of life. I have observ- 
ed with sorrow and with horror the 
growing tendency of American families 
to barter away the lives, fortunes and 
happiness of their daughters for foreign 
titles, for ‘pomp, power and place.’ The 
evil is insidious; it is incalculably dan- 
gerous in its effects. It is an evil that 
is not bounded, even bythe hmits I have 
just suggested, for even in our own 
country, even in our own state, ‘mar- 
nmiages of convenience’ are becoming 
among our wealthier citizens more and 
more frequent, and too often is it true 
that the first inquiry that the ‘prudent 
society mother makes as to the suitor of 
her young daughter, does not relate to 
his character or his habits, to his men- 
tality of his morality, but rather to the 
size of his income, to his money-making 
ability, to the strength of his bank ac- 
ecunt and to his so-called social stand- 
ing. Too often have young and lovely 
lives been wrecked upon this rock, and 
timid, shrinking girls, who did not dare 
to ‘speak for themselves,’ have been 
immolaitted on the altar of social ambi- 
tion and gold greed. 

“Oh, young ladies of the graduating 
cless of Lucy Cobb, take this warning 
home with you—carry it with you to the 
fashionable resort at which you may 
spend the summer, and if some suitor 
for your hand possesses every apparent 
qualification, if his family connections 
are irreproachable,,if his financial stand- 
ing is unquestionable, if he is apparently 
a ‘suitable match,’ if your friends and 
even your parents approve, yet if his 
habits are questionable, if his heart does 
not speak to yours, if you do not’ love 
him, if your inner consciousness pro- 
claims his failure to measure up to your 
standard of manhood—‘Oh, speak for 
yourself.’ 

“I welcome thee, O splendid and ma- 
jestic day, when woman, brave and true, 
intelligent and patriotic, shall, in all 
the affairs of life, public and private, 
‘speak for herself.’ 

“Hail, all hail, O bright and glorious 
day, when men shall be respected and 
women loved, not for what they have, 
but for what they are. 

“Il give thee greeting, O beautious and 
radiant day, when meanness of soul and 
narrowness Of spirit shall give place to 
a broad and Catholic culture.’ 


Mrs. Lipscomb’s Address. 
Mrs. M. A, Lipscomb, principal of Lucy 
Cobb institute, in her address tonight to 


Y the graduating class, gave utterance to 


sentiments that will cause the people of 
Georgia .o stop awhile and think. Her 
subject was the ‘‘Rural Schools of Geor- 
gia."’ She said in part: ; 

“If I can on this last evening, the most 
eventful one in the history of a school 
girl’s life, impress upon you One .-more 
lesson, and that lesson the glory of a 
purposeful life and the shame of a pur- 
poseless one; if I can infuse into your 
hearts the desire to help others; if I can 
make you feel that if you wish to do good 
opportunities will surely be presented to 
you; if I can teach you that we are not 
placed here on this earth ‘‘to play, to 
dream and to drift,’ but there is work, 
hard work, for each of us to do, and that 
the more we do for others the more our 
own souls are uplifted and purified; if, as 
I say, I oan teach you this—then this 
last lesson of your school year will be 
the very best one of it all 

“Two years ago | spoke to the gradu- 
ating class from this stage, of the trag- 


edy of that soul with the capacity of 


learning and not.the opportunity for it. 
I was thinking then of «a ees ol Ee 
and girls who were eager to learn, an 
who were willing to do the work of 
the humblest servants in order to have 
the opportunities that you, the pupi® of 
Luc obb, have enjoyed, and you, the 
students of the university, have within 
your grasp. I have had many letters of- 
fering to do menial! service if the ap- 
plicants maignt in that way work their 
way throug the school, and I doubt not 
that Chancellor Hiil has had similar ap- 
peals. There are hundreds of young men 
and women who are anxious for an edu- 
cation and with not the meang to get 
it. This i@ one of the tragedies of hu- 
man life. But tonight I shall speak to 
you of a greater tragedy than this. It 
is of those souls who thave the oppor- 
tunity for learning and no desire for it. 

If you question the existence of such 
a condition as this please go up the 
mountains of your own state and see if 
what I tell you be not true. There are 
people who have for generations lived 
in ignorance and vice, who are contented 
to live as they are and who refuse al! 
efforts that are made to lift them out of 
poverty and ignorance. There are hun- 
dreds, yea, thousands, of men and wom- 
en living in the rural districts of our 
State and other states, who have no 
care for the education of their children, 
nay, more than this, they are positively 
averse to schools and colleges, and re- 
gard those who wish to establish them 
as their sworn enemies and persecutors. 
The picture of the Georgia cracker has 
not been overdrawn. It is too common a 
thing to find a family of eight or ten 
children all living togethe rin a one-room 
log cabin, cooking, eating and sleepin 
all in the same room. The soil aroun: 
them may be fertile and productive and 
yet it lies untilled. If they have suffi- 
cient food, even of the poorest kind, they 
are content, They are strangers to clean- 
liness and averse to work. You have 
heard o: the dirt eaters, you will find 
them in the rural districts of your own 
mountains. Is jt not strange that these 
people, living In the finest climate of 
the world, surrounded ‘by everything 
beautiful in nature, with a country most 
admirably adapted to cattle, fish and 
fowl, s-ould still live in want? Their 
complexions are sallow and thick and we 
marvel at We stop and ask ourselves 
the question, ‘‘Why is it with such a cli- 
mate and such water as they have?’ We 
have but to look at the food they feed 
upon to see the lack of cleanliness about 
their .ouses and the question {Is easily 
answere.. This land might be a iand 
flowing with milk and honey if only 
these people knew how to use it. But, 
alas, for tu-..r isolation, their ignorance 
and their vice. 

‘The recent conference which met in 
Athens struck the keynote of the edu- 
cational problem when it advocated 
schools and colleges for the rural dis- 
tricts of our state. The ignorance of the 
Georgia cracker no longer moves us to 
laughter, but excites us to sympathy and 
help. To the true philanthropist and the 
story of ‘we uns and -ou uns’ is a story 
of tnagedy at... not comedy. These people 
need our help and we must give it to 
them. With the spirt of distrust they 
have it will require the greatest tact on 
our part to reach them. We must prove 
ourselves their friends and not their 
enemies. If we cannot give ourselves 
we can at least give our money to the 
work. 

“A few more years and the evil will 
be beyond our reach. From afar our 
northern friends have seen the danger 
and helped to sound the note of warning. 
They have seen that if the negro be edu- 
cated so must also the ignorant whites. 
Give both of the races equal advantages 
and Dinah of the kitehen can never 
become the mistress of Betsy of the plow 
handle. But let the education of the 
negro continue and the poor whites re- 
main in ignorance, there will stil! be 
Slavery, but it will be the slavery of the 
whites instead of the blacks. Then let us 
help these people. Let us give them good 
schools with earnest, Clhristian teachers 
to guide them. 

“A new sun has arisen which is shed- 
ding its crimson and its gold over all 
this state. War has ceased, and the 
reign of peace has come Swords have 
been converted into plowshares and 
Spears into pruning hooks. .In this war 
there has been no north, no south, but it 
has been a hand of brothers battling 
side by side against the ministers of izg- 
norance and vice, a vantage ground upon 
which all could meet. You can heip tuo 
make this picture real. Have a purpose 
in your lives and let that purpose be to 
work for others.

yposure of alleged irregularities in the 
operation of the South Carolina dispen- 
‘Bary. ; 

Recently The News published a state- 
‘ment charging corruption in the board of 
‘control It named A. F. H. Dukes as one 
\of the board members who had pocketed 
whisky rebates that it is claimed should 
have gone into the state treasury. The 

‘ Mpoard is alleged to have threatened to 
Yput the paper out of business if the at- 
Jtacks on the dispensary did not cease. 


The reply of The News is the article ,; 


which will appear tomorrow. It will 
‘give the alleged details of a trade be- 
‘tween B. F. Sprinkle, a dealer of Reids- 
ville, N. C., end A. F. H. Dukes. It 1s 
fn the nature of an affidavit made by 
D. M. Hoke, of Greenville, in part as 


follows: 

“In the early part of July, 19%, while 
I was in Greensboro, N. C., I met B, F. 
Bprinkle, the president, and, in fact, as 
{ understand, the proprietor of the 
fReidsville, N. C., Liquor Company, of 
Reidsville, N. C. After I had known him 
for two weeks, or more, on one occa-~- 
gion, while in company with a friend 
from Greenville, S. C., and others, the 
subject of the South Carolina dispensary 
law came up and along with it the natu- 
ra] inquiry among ourselves, 4s to the 
amount of rebate, which was paid to the 

*members of the board of control by 
liquor dealers in order to secure orders. 

“Mr. Sprinkle joined !n the conversa- 
tion by. saying, first. that in his opinion 
the rakeoff to members of the board of 
control could not amount to much less 
than $19.000 a year apiece. 

“Mr. Sprinkle then went on to say 
that after A. F. H. Dukes was elected a 
member of the board of contro! that he, 
Sprinkle, was absent from Reidsville 
for two or three days, and on his return 
he was told’ by one of his sons that 
there was a gentleman at the hotel in 
Reidsville who had been waiting there 
for two or three days to see him. Mr. 
Sprinkle said that he then went over t9 
see’the gentleman, who introduced him- 
self as Mr. Dukes, one of the board of 
control of the South Carolina dispen. 


Bay. 
Sprinkle Names Rebate. 

“Mr. Dukes asked Mr. Sprinkle if he 
had any corn whisky for sale. Mr. 
'Gprinkle said he had about 50 barrels 
/that he woupl like to sell to the state 
dispensary. Mr. Dukes _ then inqured 
‘what commission he Sprinkle, would al- 
‘lew him, Dukes, for making the sale of 
‘these 500 barrels to the dispensary. Mr. 
Sprinkle said, ‘I will allow you $2 per 

. \barre]l, which is the usua! commission I 
“have been paying the members of your 
‘board.’ Thereupon Mr. Dukes bought 
‘the whisky, and, as Mr. Sprinkle said, 
‘received his rebate, amounting to $1,000. 

“During the conversation I clearly un- 
derstood Mr. Sprinkle to say that he had 
‘been compelled to give up trading with 
the South Carolina dispensary for the 
double reason that he had to pay this 
“excessive rebate to the members of tie 
‘board of control, and also had to wait so 
‘long before the whisky was weighed at 
the dispensary that it was hard to make 
a sale pay. 

“Mr. Sprinkle at no time intimated to 
us that he regarded his conversation 
as confidential, and being a South Caro- 
linan, I naturally took an interest in 
the facts which he disclosed. 

“At the time of this conversation Mr. 
Snrinkle was not favorably impressed 
with the profitableness of selilnpg corn 
whisky to the South Carelina state dis- 
pensary under the conditions which he 
had been compelled to adopt. I remem- 
ber distinctly that he said, ‘If I was a 
wholesale dealer in rye liquors and case 
goods, I could afford to pay a good re- 
bate and still make money; it is on these 
rye case goods that the Cispensary board 
of control gets its big rebate off. What 
we corn whisky dealers pay them is 
nothing to what they get from the rye 
dealers.’ "’ 


TO RETAIN CENTRAL OFFICES. 


Rome Citizens Are Working To Pre- 
vent Their Removal. 

Rome, Ga., June 10.—(Special.)—A large 
and enthusiastic meeting of ‘citizens was 
held at the Rome Commercial league this 
afternoon for the purpose of bringing prés- 
sure to bear upon the Central railway 
looking to retaining the general offices 
in Rome instead of moving them to Ce- 
dartown, as yesterday's Constitution in- 
dicated. 

The story of the proposed removal of 
these offices to Cadartown, as told in 
Yesterday's Cnstitution, is accurate in 
every detail, but Romans have deter- 
mined not to give up the fight until the 
removal is- actually accomplished. 

The railroad men say that the sole rea- 
son for choosing Cedartown over Rome 
lies in the fact that it is the exact cen- 
ter of the Chattanooga division, which 
extends from Chattanooga to Griffin, and 
{t is therefore the logical location for 
the offices. Romans are inclined to think 
that tais is not much of a reason and 
ean be easily overcome by the many in- 
ducements offered by Rome. 

Whether the movement in Rome will 
be strong enough to change the decision 
of the Central officials remains to be 
geen, but there is no doubt that the citi- 
gens of Rome are thoroughly alive to the 
situatién and every wire and string will 
he pulled in order to save these valua- 
ble offices to Rome.

J. C. Perry, of this olty, was taken from 
his home last night by @ band of white- 
cappers and, although he made a frantic 
effort to escape, wae carried to a spot just 
outside the corporate limitg and given @ 
severe whipping. His back was bared and 
with a stout buggy trace in strong hands 
100 lashes were administered. 

After the whitecappers had completed 
the chastisement they took Perry to the 
railway station. He was forced to board 
the midnight westbound train and warned 
never to be seen in Spartanburg again.

CLEMSON BOYS 
HISS TILLMAN 


He Sought To Praise Presl- 
dent Hartzog In Speech 
to Students, 


SENSATION IS EXPECTED 
AT THE END OF VACATION 


Several Hundred Pupile Are Not 
Willing To Submit to Trustees’ 
Action in Refusing To Ac- 
cept the Resignation of 
the President. 


Charleston, 9. C., June 10.—(Special.)— 
While {it would appear on the surface 
that the serious troubles at Clemson col- 
lege are at an end with the refusal of the 
board of trustees to accept the resigna- 
tion of President Hartzog, sensational 
developments are expected before the end 
of the vacation term. Reports which 
have been sent out from the college with- 
in the past few days indicate thet the 
three or four hundred students are not 
Willing to submit to the action of the 
board, and unless there !s an amicable 
settiement the enrolment next fall will 
find sqgres of cadets missing. 

Immediately after the first outbreak 
300 students signed a petition which was 
sent to the trustees, and in which the 
students declared that they would not 
believe President “Iartzog on oath. Prac- 
tically the entire school signed this 
paper, the only absent names being soph- 
omores. Members of the sophomore class 
withdrew in a body when the work of 
the faculty ended in the expulsion of 
Cadet Thornwell for an alleged trival 
charge. Coo] heads prevailed at the col- 
lege at the time of the first outbreak, 
and the junior class was induced to re 
main under promise that Hartzog and 
obiectionable members of the faculty 
would be asked to resign. 

The Trustees’ Inveestigation. 

Several weeks ago the board he'd a 
meeting, at which there was a full in- 
vestigation of the trouble. Subsequent 
to this meeting President Hartzog ten- 
dered his resignation, and it was held 
over until the June meeting of last week. 
It is said that there were stormy scenes 
in the last board meeting, and that feel- 
ing against the president was bitter. In 
order, however, to preserve the good 
name of the institution, and after Sena- 
tor Tillman had shown his domineering 
spirit toward certain members under his 
influence, it was decided nat to accept 
the Hartzog resignation. While it was 
looked upon as a vindication of the presi- 
dent, it did not bring a happy conclusion 
to the warfare, and students are alleged 
to have shown their displeasure in wid 
and riotous scenes. 

Beeause of the high standing of Clem- 
son the difficulties there have occasioned 
much comment throughout the = state, 
and several of the county papers are de- 
manding that the obstacles be removed. 
Students who have returned to Charles- 
ton from Clemson have been outspoken 
in their denunciation of the reckless way 
in which they claim the institution has 
been managed, and they declare that 
there has been an absolutg lack of disci- 
pline ever since President Hartzog went 
in. 

A few days ago, while making an ad- 
dress to the students, Senator Tillman 
was hissed when he attempted to praise 
the work of the president. It is said that 
the only safety against an immediate 
outbreak was due to the fact that the 
summer vacation opened before the stu- 
dents coui.d further organize against 
President Hartzog.

In 1885 he married Miss Ellen Louise 
Axson, of Savannah, Ga., daughter of 
Dr. I. S. K. Axson, for nearly fifty 
years pastor of the Independent Pres- 
byterian church of Savannah; and by 
this alliance he became identified with 
one of the oldest and best families of 
Georgia. But going further back still, 
Dr. Wilson spent several years of 
his early boyhood at Augusta, Ga., 
where he received part of his elemen- 
tary training and experienced the 
mental awakening which gave the ini- 
tial impulse to his genius. Some of 
the volumes which have come from 
the pen of this ripe scholar are “Con- 
gressional Government; a Study in 
Americat Politics,” “The State; Ele- 
ments of Historical and Practical 
Politics,” “George Washington,” “Divi- 
sion and Reunion,” “Colonies and Na- 
tion,” besides many others. All of the 
writings of Dr. Wilson are character- 
ized by thoroughness of research, 
grace of style and originality of treat- 
ment.

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Statues of Foreign Heroes. 

National legislation is beginning to 
feel the influence of the popular re- 
vival which has taken place of late 
years in matters pertaining to revolu- 
tionary and colonial times and senti- 
ment at Washington seems to be bent 
with patriotic fervor upon doing honor 
to the celebrities of foreign birth who 
figured in the war for American inde- 
pendence, 

Following the announcement which 
was made several weeks ago that Em- 
peror William was contemplating the 
presentation of a statue of Frederick 
the Great to the United States gov- 
ernment, to be erected in Washington, 
D. C., bills have been introduced in 
congress providing for the erection of 
statues to Baron von Steuben, who 
embodied the friendship of Germany 
in his gallant championship of Amer- 
ica’s cause, and also to Count Pulaski, 
who enlisted the royal blood of Poland 
in support of the embattled colonies. 
Both bills have been favorably report- 
ed by t\e house committees and will 
no doubt in due time receive full leg- 
islative sanction. 

But the movement which has thus 
been inauguarated will probably not 
stop with these two distinguished rev- 
olutionary worthies. There are sev- 
eral other foreigners whose claims to 
remembrance at the hands of the peo- 
ple of this country are entitled to 
equal consideration. DeKalb, Kos- 
ciusko, de Grasse and Lafayette are 
included among the number. Some 
of these celebrities have already been 
honored with substantial memorials in 
various parts of the country, but none 
of them have been honored with stat- 
ues at the seat of government, and be- 
fore the present session of congress is 
over it is likely that they will figure 
in bills similar to those which have 
already been introduced. No doubt 
popular sentiment is heartily in accord 
with this mcvement to emphasize with 
appropriate memorials the feeling of 
gratitude which the people of this 
country entertain toward the foreign- 
ers who aided in the achievement of 
American independence. We do not 
care to raise any issue upon this point, 
‘but if the policy of the government is 
to honor these gallant officers care 
should be taken to avoid undue par- 
tiality or favoritism. Why single out 
Von Steuben and Pulaski and ignore 
Lafayette and Kosciusko? 

This belated manifestation of inter- 
est on the part of congress in perpetu- 
ating the memories of illustrious rev- 
olutionary heroes of foreign birth and 
allegiance is the direct outgrowth of 
the sentiment fostered by such patri- 
otic organizations as the Sons and 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion and others of like character and 
kindred purposes, and no doubt these 
organizations will see that honors are 
equally distributed. 
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A Very Hard Proposition. 

It is becoming evident that by the 
time the republicans shall have fin- 
ished their Philippine legislation, and 
the accompanying investigations, they 
will be glad enough to see the whole 
subject sidetracked as a present cam- 
paign issue. The conditions over in 
the islands constitute a hard proposi- 
tion for discussion before the plain 
people and the best the republicans 
can hope for is that the democrats 
will stick to the tariff and trust issues 
and the people will respect the sor- 
rows of a party called upon to deal 
with a new and strange situation. 

But as yet the policy of the party in 
the Phiiippines has not been settled 
upon. The senate has passed the 
Lodge bill that provides for a presi- 
dential autocracy through the agency 
fof a commission. The house of repr 
sentatives is hardly in the humor t 
accept that scheme. It gives 
‘much color to the charge that the re. 
publican party is going too far in the 
direction of colonial imperialism. 
With an election to face this fall 
the republican representatives are 
not- anxious to undertake the large 
task of educating the people to the 
fine distinctions drawn between the 


imperialism of European time and the 


professor of jurisprudence and poli- 


too’ 


republican -Philippine scheme _ that 
looks so much like its twin brother. 

To complicate matters, General 
Luke Wright, the democrat who is act- 
ing governor of the islands now, and 
whom the president and all the repub- 
lican senators. have eulogized as the 
sort of democrat who measures up to 
their ideal of a patriot, cables that 
civil government can now be safely 
organized and operated everywhere 
in the archipelago, except the country 
of the savage Moros. 

This news will put a fresh strain 
upon the house republicans. 

Unless the house believes the peo- 
ple will stand for any perversion of 
American principle in the islands, it 
will greatly change the senate bill and 
give the Filipinos something equal to 
a fcretaste of American freedom.

PRINCETON’S PRESIDENT 
AN ATLANTA LAWYER 


Hundreds of Atlantans read with pleas- 
ure and surprise The Constitution's tele- 
gram yesterday morning announcing the 
election of Woodrow Wilson, professor 
of jurisprudence and politics, to the presi- 
dency of Princeton's famous university 
at its one hundred and fifty-fifth annua) 
commencement. 

President Wilson was once an Atlanta 
lawyer and his old friends here have 
watched bis career with much interest 
and gratification. 


Early in 1882 a young Virginian came 
to, Atlanta and’ opened a law Office. He 
had been educated at private schools in 
Augusta and Columbia and had later 
graduated at Princeton, studying law 
afterwards at the University of Virginia. 

Young Wilson was about 2% when he 
became a member of the Atlanta bar. 
Hig intellectual face ang-—his attainments 
made a favorable impression upon all 
who came in contact with.him, but, like 
most bookish men, he mingled very lit- 
tle with those around him and spent the 
greater portion of his time in his office. 

He was fairly successful with his cases, 
but, like the majority of young lawyers, 
he had plenty of leisure. Instead of de- 
voting his unoccupied time to the pleas- 
ures of society, he studieq day and night, 
and sought the companionship of lawyers 
who were congenial—men who shared his 
interest in certain special subjects. 

At the Young Men’s Library, the state 
library and the:book stores he was a fre- 
quent visitor, but he was so quiet and 
reticent that few of the officials and 
clerks knew his name. 


He remained here two years, and they 
were years of unusual intellectual] ac- 
tivity in Georgia. Senator Ben Hill's in- 
fluence was still felt in politics, and 
people could hardly realize that he was 
dead. Alexander H. Stephens, also, had 
left us forever, but his name was still 
a power in the state. Senator Joseph E. 
Brown was then in the full maturity of 
his splendid powers and Gordon had 
fnade some Napoleonic hits in the rail- 
way field. 

The leaders of the bar were men of ex- 
ceptional ability. Judge John L. Hopkins 
had given to the profession a masterly 
work on the penal code, the forerunner 
of his difficult task of codifying our laws, 
and the avant courier, so to speak of his 
recent work, “The Law of Personal In- 
juries,’’ which has been so cordially wel- 
comed by the lawyerg of Georgia. Henry 
Jackson and A. O. Bacén had published 
brief digests. John C. Reed had written 
a couple of successful law books. 

Judge Logan E. Bléckley, in his thirty- 
fourth and thirty-fifth Georgia reports, 
had started a new system of indexing 
which was a great convenience. It was 
followed by Henry Jackson and Nat Har- 
ris, and Van Epps and Akin developed it 
still further in their first work, their 
‘Index Digest of Reports,’’ covering 100 
volumes. 


This wag the atmosphere surrounding 
the young Virginian, and, as he was a 
student of both men and books, his facul- 
ties were made more active and his am- 
bition was aroused. He was a great ad- 
mirer of Hopkins and Bleckley, but he 
was perhaps better acquainted with Hon. 
Pat Calhoun than with his other contem- 
poraries. Calhoun and Van Epps were 
then in partnership and Wilson was :n 
their office frequently. At that time Cal- 
houn was interested in law and high poli- 
tics, saying little about his business ideas 
which have since made him a multi- 
millionaire and the controller of vast en- 
terprises. 

During these same years.there was an- 
other lawyer in a smal) country town 
who wdg shaping in his ming the monu- 
mental books which have won for Tom 
Watson fame and fortune and the admi- 
ration of the civilized world. 


Wilson observed, read and reflected. He 
came to the conclusion that the practical 
side of law andpolitics did not suit him. 
and that he was better fitted for the work 
of a writer an@ educator than for the 
busy life of a practicing lawyer or husr- 
ling politician. 

In the latter part of 1883 he closed his 
office here and went to Baltimore, where 
he entered the Johns Hopkins university 
as a graduate student. He studied his- 
tory and politics and after leaving the 
university instructed the students of 
Bryn Mawr college in those branches, 

In 1886 he received the degree of Ph. D. 
from Johns Hopkins and in 1888 was a 
member af the faculty of Wesleyan uni- 
versity, of Middletown, Conn. 

While at Johns Hopkins and afterwards 
he wrote ‘“‘Congresional Government, a 
Study in American Politics,’ “State Ele- 
ments of Historical and Practical Poll- 
tics,’’ “An Old Master and Other Politl- 
cal Essays,” “Division and Reunion,” 
‘‘Mere Literature,’’ a sketch of American 
history and scores of lectfires and essays 
for our leading reviews. 

As a writer he is noted for his clear, 
precise style and he is so careful in veri- 
fying his facts and quotations that no 
fault has ever been found with him on 
that score. 

He is now only 46 and his promotion to 
the presidency of Princeton is one of 
the most remarkable upward leaps ever 
recorded in the history of any Atlaritan, 
or any Georgian. 

His comparative youth and wonderful 
capacity for a very high order of literary 
work will naturally lead the world to 
look for still more valuable productions 
from his pen. 

The phenomenal success of Princeton’s 
new president should inspire our young 
Georgians with renewed hope, energy 
and determination. 

Environment is a powerful factor in a 
man’s life, but Wilson rose superior t# 
it. When he found that he might have to 
wait years for a profitable practice he did 
not drift into idleness, nor give himself 
up to the amusements of the hour. He 
went to work and equipped himself for 
achievements in a wider field than he 
could find here. Instead of busying him- 
self with our petty politics, he became 
the instructor of statesmen. 

It was the same way with Tom Wat- 
son. Ninety-nine men out of a hundred, 


4 with his surroundings, after the defeat 


and practical destruction of his political 
party, would have led aimless, hopeless 
lives, in the belief that there Wag no 
possible chance for them to come to the 


front again. 

But men of the Watson stamp are dif- 
ferent. Close one door to them and they 
will find another. Bar them from the 
highway to successtand they will take 
what Sam Joneg calls ‘“‘the nigh cut.”’ 

Wilson is a man of talent. Watson ig a 
man of genius. It should be borne in 
mind, however, that they did not trust 
to either talent or genius alone. They 
burned the midnight oil and studied an@ 
worked while others slept. 

Bear in mind, also, this fact. These 
men early in life learned the art of 
mastering and using their books. In- 
ferior men cannot do this. They become 
the slaves of books and lose the last 
spark of. their originality and individu- 
ality. - 

There are very few Princeton men here, 
Mr. Sam Inman is perhan« the oldest 
and Mr. J. Thomas Finley and Mr. J. C. 
Jenkins were among the students there 
years after he left. Dr. Charles Boynton 
and his brother George are the only 
names that I can now recall of young 
men, but it is safe to say that other At- 
lantans have studied at this great uni- 
versity.

A SPLENDID GIFT 


M. Strien Makes Second Donation to 
Popular Institution. 


JUVENILE LIBRARY ADDED TO. 


Head of Baptist Publication Society 
in Philadelphia Gives a Total of 
400 Volumes — Musical 
Library Is Also Aug- 
mented. 


M. Strien, who is at the head of the 
Baptist Publication Society in Philadel- 
phia, yesterday gave to the Carnegie li- 
brary of this city four hundred books, 
which is one of the largest and most ex- 
pensive donations yet received by the li- 


brary. 

Mr. Strien some time ago presented the 
library with about five hundred books, 
comprising one of the most expensive and 
complete sets of music reference books 
in this country. Mr. Strien arrived in 
Atlanta yesterday and went to pay 4 
visit to the library. He was shown about 
the building by Miss Anne Wallace, the 
librarian. It was his first visit, and upon 
being shown the collection of music books 
donated by himself, he told Miss Wallace 
to make out a list of two hundred other 
books, which he will add to the set, mak- 
ing it probably one of the finest sets of 
music books in any library in the’ world. 
He has also presented the library with 
the scores of all the Wagner operas. 

On his way out of the building Mr. 
Strien was taken into the children’s 
room. In this room there are many va- 
cant shelves which those in charge at 
the library have vainly been endeavoring 
for months past to fill. Mr. Strien was 
so visibly impressed with the city’s failure 
to provide books for the library, and 
especially the children’s department, that 
he immediately requested the librarian 
to make out a list'-of two hundred chil- 
dren’s books which he will give to the 
library. 

Mr. Strien’s gifts of yesterday will 
prove yaluable additions to the books al- 
ready received, and it is considered one 
of the most generous donations yet. re- 
ceived by the library, although he has 
previously contributed. Mr. Strien has 
for a long time been interested in library 
work in Atlanta, and manifested keen 
interest in the Young Men’s Library As- 
sociation of this city before the Carnegie 
library was built. 


One of the features of Mr. Strien’s do- 


nations, which the library people especial- 
ly appreciate, is that he leaves the selec- 
tion of the books entirely to those in 
charge of the library. In this way the 
books most needed are secured. In the 
event of the books selected by the libra- 
rian not being on the market in this 
country, Mr. Strien sends to Europe for 
them. 

PICTURES FOR CHILDREN’S ROOM 

Besides his other gifts to the library, 
Mr. Strien has arranged to have framed 
twelve very handsome pictures of paint- 
ings by well known artists, including 
Rosa Bonheur. These he will present to 
the library for use in the children’s room 
with the two hundred books donated to 
this foom Mr. Strfén's gifts to the chil- 
dren’s department will improve the room 
greatly. One of the greatest needs of 
the library so far has been children’s 
books and the two hundred volumes just 
given by Mr. Strien will be a great aid 


The framed pictures will be hung about 
the room.

STATE FAILS 10 MAKE CASE 


Motorman Lee and Conductor Weir 


Jesse B, Lee and A, M. Weir, motor- 
man and conductor, respectively, on one 
of the trolley cars in the fatal collision 
of August, 1901, were yesterday cleared 
of the charge of manslaughter before 
Judge John S. Candler in the criminal 
superior court. 

The two men were'placed on trial yes- 
terday morning and after al] the evi- 
dence for the state was in, Solicitor 
Charlie Hill announced that he would 
give the, defendants a verdict of not 
guilty. No evidence was introduced 
tending to show that Lee and Weir had 
been guilty of any criminal act, and it 
was on the ground of the failure of the 
state to make out a case that the cases 
were dismissed. 

Judge Candler agreed with Solicitor 
Hill in his action, stating that the case 
did not come up to the law. He stated 
that such cases are hard to make out. 

Several witnesses were introduced by 
the state, but about the only material 
point brought out was that Lee and 
Weir were running off schedule at the 
time of the accident. No damaging facts 
were developed. 

In August, 1901, two cars on the old 
Rapid Transit line collided at Simsville, 
resulting in the death of Harry Wil- 
liams, son of Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Wil- 
liams, and the injuring of several other 
persons. 

Shortly after thg callision, both Lee 
and.

SHIPPERS 10 FIGHT 
BLKINS’ POOL BILL 


Claim It Gives Railreads Powers Det. 
rimental te Their Interests. 


THEY WANT COMPETITION 


Large Shippers Say That if Roada 
Are Allowed To Pool Their Inter- 
ests, Many Branches of Trade, 
Besides the Farmer, Will 
Suffer. 


Passages in the Elkins bill, before the 
United States senate, have brought out 
strong protests from many large ship- 
pers in this and other cities throughout 


the country. 

The shippers claim that even now the 
railroads are illegally pooling their freight 
interests, and the shippers are the suf- 
ferers. The interstate commerce commis- 
sion has taken steps to break up these 
pools, and several persons were indicted 
in Memphis a few days ago to that end. 
It is said that these pools also exist in 
Atlanta and many of the other large 
cities throughout this state. Some ship- 
pers state that the railroads have refused 
to accept shipments, because under their 
agreement with other roads they have 
alrdady handled their apportionment of 
.the shipment. 

The alleged absence of competition has, 
therefore, according to the shippers, not 
only caused large increases in freight 
rates, but has in many instances been In- 
strumental in having freight handled in 
a careless and improper manner. 

The question of insurance is said to 
also enter into the matter. It is claimed 
that should a shipper send a consignment 
of cotton to Boston, insuring it all rail, 
the carrier would have the power of haul- 
ing the cotton to Charleston by rail and 
then turning it over to a water route. 
The insurance does not hold good while 
the cotton is on the water. 

There are several other features about 
the bill objectionable to the large ship- 
pers, who will fight its passage. It Is 
claimed by many that since the Iindict- 
ment of those interested in the pools in 
Memphis the railroads are very anxious 
to be enabled to do legally what they are 
now said to be doing illegally. 

The passage of the bill particularly ob- 
jected to is as follows: 

“Section 2. That it shall be lawful for 
any two or more common carriers to afe- 
range between and among themselves for 
the establishment or maintenance of 
rates. It shall also be lawful for such 
carriers to agree, by contract In writing 
filed with the interstate commerce com- 
mission, upon the division of their traffic 
or earnings, or both.” 

In speaking of the matter yesterday J. 
S. Akers, of the firm of Sanders, Swan & 
Co., said: 

“You can readily see that ff the rail- 
roads are allowed.to pool shipments in 
accordance with this bill that there will 
be absolutely no competition between 
them. This pooling arrangement has been 
effective in Atlanta for the past two 
years, and in other points in the south 
where cotton is concentrated, and it has 
hampered the cotton business severely. 

“Should we deliver 500 bales to the 
Western and Atlantic road for shipment 
to Lowell, Mass., we would insure it ‘all 
rail.’ The rajlroads would have the power 
to divert this shipment yia the Georgta 
road and Charleston, thence by water to 
New York or Boston. Insurance with the 
fire companies would not hold when cot- 
ton was water borne, and the steamship 
lines have no common carrier liability 
such as the railroads have, and therefore 
while our 50 bales were on the water 
they would not be covered by insurance, 
and should the cotton be burned we would 
suffer the loss. This is only one instance 
of the hardships such a law would put 
upon us. We refer to cotton, as we are 
more directly interested in that one prod- 
duct, but it appears to us that shippers 
of fruits, vegetables and such perishable 
merchandise would likely suffer . very 
much in their shipments being sent some 
roundabout way instead of by the short 
route selected by the shipper. Even under 
the present pooling arrangement, which 
the railroads admit is illegal, we have 
had railroads refuse to accept shipments 
tendered them because of the fact that 
they had already hauled more than the 
percentage agreed upon as their propor- 
tion. We learn that the railroads are 
endeavoring to have an amendment put 
to the Elkins bill as it now stands en- 
larging their powers even more than 
stated in the bill. Competition is not only 
the life of trade, but the life of commu- 
nities. It hardly geeds an @rgument to 
prove that the absence of competition 
works a great hardship on the producer. 
The unification of railroad interests in 
Georgia in the last few years and the 
nooling arrangements the railroads have 
adopted in towns like Atlanta, Colum- 
tus, Macon and other concentrating points 
has cost the farmers of the state some- 
thing like $400,000 a year. When we had 
competition we could count on a redue- 
tion in freight rates to about 30 cents 
per bale. This applied to a crop of ene 
and a quarter millions would be $375,000, 
The local rates in Georgia are so high 
that the railroads could afford to give 
this cut and still make good money. In 
the last two years, owing to the pools 
that have existed, there has been no com. 
petitive rates, and as the farmers, and 
not the cotton buyer,*got the benefit of 
these rates, he is the sufferer: the rall- 
roads the beneficiary. The interstate com- 
merce commission has taken steps to 
break up these various pools by indict- 
ing the authorities at Memphis a week or 
ten days ago. If the¥ can be broken up 
it is possible we can have the good ef- 
fects of competition again. The railroads, 
as a matter of fact, would prefer to do 
legally what they are forced to do {flle- 
gally. They are, therefore, seeking to 
obtain the passage of the Elkins bill that 
legalizes pooling. When this power is 
given them the interstate commerce com- 
mission will be absolutely useless and 
powerless to prevent anything the rafl- 
roads may want to do, and they could, by 
indirection, as they are doing, Increase 
the rates ad libitum. Give them the pow- 
er to increase their revenue and they are 
sure to do it. This is human nature gen- 
erally, and it {s corporation nature spe- 
clally.”” a

EXTEND TIME 


Revision Committee Wants 
Until August To Finish 
Their Work, 


ELECTRICAL CONTROL IS 
OUTLINED BY REPORT 


Subcommittee on Parks Recommends 
That Annther City Park the 
Size of Grant Be Provided 
for North Side of 
the City. 


The charter revision cOmmittee met yes- 
terday afternoon and adopted several im- 
portant reports. A feature of the meet- 
ing was the passage by the committee of 
a resolution requesting council to give 
more time to the preparation of the new 
charter. The resolution was introduced 
by Hugh T. Inman. 

The time allowed under the resolution 
which created the committee of forty-nine 
expires July 1 and it was thought best to 
have counci] extend the time to the mid- 
dle of August. 

Two reports of subcommittees were 
adopted yesterday afternoon and one was 
referred. 

The first came from the subcommittee 
on the department of electrical control. 
This report provides that the board of 
electrical control shaH be composed of 


the mayor, chairman of the committee 
on electric and other railroads and five 
other members selected from the various 
board divisions of the city as outlined by 
the committee on board maftlagwement. 
This committee shall have the same con- 
trol of the electrical matters as is now 
exercised by tne present board of elec- 
trical control and the city electrician shall 
ibe one of the chief officers of the board. 
Outside of the formation of the board 
the report changes very slightly the pres- 
ent regulations governing the board of 
electrical contro] and it was adopted with- 
out change. The report of the commit- 
tee on parks was adopted without change 
or debate. It recommends among other 
things that a park the size of Grant park 
ibe provided on the north side of the city. 

Section —. The department of parks and 
fcrestry of the city of Atlanta shall be under 
the management and control of the executive 
board, composed of the mayor, ex-officio, the 
chairman of the committee of the general 
council on parks, etc., ex-officio, and five 
commissioners with the same rights, powers 
and duties, and under the same regulations 
and restrictions as are contained and set out 
in each and every section of the chapter in 
this charter on the subject of boards and 
board government. Said board ehall be known 
Officially as the parks and forestry commis- 


Said board shall have full con- 

, Management, regulation and supervision 
of the public grounds, trees, statues-and foun- 
tains of the city of Atlanta, and shall have 
the right to appoint such officers as said 
board may deem necessary and to fix their 
compensation within the limits of the appor- 
tlonment made to that department by the 
mayor and general council, which compen- 
sation shall not be increased during the time 
for which they were appointed. The juris- 
diction of this board shall extend not only 
to the matters enumerated now in existence, 
but to such parks, public grounds, trees, 
fountains and statues as me be hereafter ac- 
quired by the city. | 

Sec. The said park and forestry com- 
mission shall] have the power- to make such 
rules as may be needful for the proper regu- 
lation and management of that department. 
and shall have all such other rights, powers 
and duties as have been heretofore or may be 
hereafter prescribed by law, not in conflict 
herewith. 

The matter of cemeteries and their 
management was referred to anothér com- 
mittee. The report was then adopted. 

The report of the committee on’ hospit- 
als was rereferred to that committee. This 
report gives the board of hospital man- 
agement entire control of all the charif- 
ties the city contributes to, and this was 
objected to by many members of the gen- 
eral committee. As this was not the in- 
tention of tne subcommittee and there 
were also several amendments offered to 
the report it was decided to send the re- 
port, along with the amendments, back 


to the subcommittee. 
Varying Views Expressed. 

A discussion arose over tne report of 
the committee which recommended that 
the mayor be ineligible to succeed him- 
self and that councilmen and aldermen 
be allowed to succeed themselves as often 
as the people wanted to elect them. The 
discussion came about over an amend- 
ment which was offered by J. R. Smith, 
which provided that the mayor be al- 
lowed to succeed himself and that the 
members of the general council be allow- 
ed to succeed themseives only one term 
instead of indefinitely. There were sev- 
eral speakers on either side of the ques- 
tion and no two of them expressed the 
same views. Another amendment which 
brought out a lively debate was to have 
the aldermen and councilmen serve with- 
out pay. It was evident from remarks 
made by members of the committee that 
this amendment will be passed when it 
comes to a final vote. 


The idea of having members of the gen- 


eral counci] serve without. pay was pre- 
viously embodied in a resolution offered 
by ex-Councilman Grady during his term 
of office in the general council, but in that 
body it was voted down. 

Captain J. W. English moved that the 
regulations now governing city bar rooms 
be put in the city charter and the motion 
was referred to the subcommittee on po- 
lice department. 

One feature not mentioned at the meet- 
ing yesterday,- but in which considerable 
interest is felt, is whether or not the char- 
ter, when finally completed by the com- 
mittee. will ‘be submitted to the people 
to vote on. There is an effort in some 
quarters to have this done, and it is prob- 
able that some member of the committee 
will introduce such a fresolution at the 
next meeting of the committee of forty- 
nine.

Philadelphia, June 10—The Liberty 
bell, which has been on exhibition at 
Charleston, 8. C., was brought back to 
this city today and replaced in its post- 
tion in Independence hall. The train 
bearing the famous relic reached here 
from Washington at 9 o’clock and half 
an hour later it was hauled through the 
etreets to its old resting place, escorted 
by troops and bands of music. Thou- 
sands of people stood along the route of 
march and cheered as the precious bit of 
metal passed. |

I went to Washington 
on personal business of a private char- 
acter and called on only those connected 
with this business. True, I did cal] at 
the senate and house and talked with 
several of my old friends, who are mem- 
bers of the two houses. I had no busi- 
ness with the president, and consequent- 
ly did not call upon him. 

“The statement that-I went to New 
York to’ make arrangements to borrow 
money for the state is also erroneous. 
I did not even go to New York, but 
while away remained in Washington. 
There was nothing of a public nature 
connected with my visit.” 

The goverfor said his health was un- 
usually good and he was of the opinion 
the trip to Washington had benefitted 
him. He was, of course, somewhat 
fatigued, after being on the train for 
so many hours and decided te rest be- 
fore going to his office.

It Robs the Manufacturer and Swin- 
dles the Public. 
(Frcem The New Yerk Journal.) 

We again call attention to the dishon- 
est practice of substituting an inferior 
article for that which is demanded, on 
the ground that the one substituted is 
“just as good.” 

The druggist who indulges in the game 
of substitution is open to criticism from 
many points of view. 

In the first place, hé is ungrateful to 
the men who manufacture, and who, 
through widespread publicity, promote 
the druggist’s business and profits. 

If a man spends hundreds vf thousands 
of dollars in advertising, and as a re- 
sult sends customers to a druggist, it is 
extremely ungrateful as well as dishon- 
est, for the druggist to prevent the nor- 
ma] sale, and for the sake of a few ex- 
tra pennies to substitute an inferior ar. 
ticle. 

Substitution is dishorest toward the 
public. The druggist is asked for a cer- 
tain remedy or other well-known and 
valuable articles, 

He replies that he has something else 
‘just as good’ or better, and often 
adds: 

“T make this myself and know just 
what it contains.” 

As a matter of fact, 
never makes it himself, he does NOT 
know what it contains. He simply pat- 
ronizes one of the numerous concerns 
that make a business of putting on the 
market cheap substitutes to deceive the 
public. 

If a druggist offers you something 
‘just as good,”’ you may be sure that he 
has not a very high opinion of your in- 
telligence or of your importance. He 
does not tell his BEST customers what 
they want to buy, he does not tell 
THEM that they don’t know what thev 
want. He takes good care to give them 
just what they ask for, because he 
wants to keep their custom. 

For those whom he considers inferior 
or transient customers he reserves his 
phrases about something ‘‘just as good’”’ 
that he makes himself. 

If you ask a druggist for a certain ar- 
ticle and he offers you something else 
‘just as good,’ tell him that YOU know 
what you want, and that you will pa- 
tronize a drug store that gives you credit 
for ordinary intelligence. 

You might ask the clerk who wants 
you to take something ‘just as good’ 
whether he will accept a button in place 
of the half dollar owing him, on the 
ground that the button is “just as 
good,”’ and that you know personally 
what it contains. 

The substituting druggist who wants a 
dollar will not accept anything alse as 
‘Just as good.”” He reflects on your in- 
telligence; he thinks that you don’t 
know What you want, or believes tliat 
you will not insist on having it. 

The system of substitution encourages 
adulteration of goods, and encourages 
dishonesty. It discourages the work of 
energetic men. It is the duty of the 
public to stop the practice, and that it 
can -easily do by patronizing merchants 
who keep and sell what the public 
wants.

Mrs. Coogler alleges that hus- 
band and son have secured control of her 
property by deceiving her. 

The bill alleges that the son represent- 
ed to his mother that the property was 
about to be sold by the sheriff and stated 
that he could prevent this if she would 
Sign a mortgage. It is stated that she 
did so and that the mortgage was made 
to her husband. 

The bill further charges that the son 
asked his mother to sign a contract, mak- 
ing him manager of her business. Mrs. 
Coogler states that she signed a paper, 
but that later she discovered that instead 
of being such a paper as represented by 
her son, that she had signed a deed con- 
veying property to her husband. 

It is further alleged that on another oc- 
casion Mrs. Coogler sent her son to South 
Carolina to sell a piece of property there 
and that the sale realized $1,500. It ig 
stated that he gave his mother $400 and 
induced her to allow him to reinvest the 
remaining $1,100; that he spent this 
amount in Improvements about the resi- 
dence of his father.

His Lecture Aroused the 
Greatest Enthu-: 
siasm,! 


ROOSEVELT WAS SCORED 
FOR HIS ATTITUDE 


The South Placed Properly- in Its 
Relation to the History of the 
| United States. 


Probably no more complete or elo- 
quent exposition of the south’s history, 
or a better record of the south’s position 
in regarded to many mooted questions, 
Was ever given than in the lecture by 
Hon. Thomas E. Watson, on ‘“‘The South’”’ 
at the Tabernacle Baptist church last 
night. 

Fully 800 people attended the lecture, 
and Mr. Watson, by the subtle magnetism 
which is essentially his own and by the 
eloquence which seemed to flow from 
his lips without the slightest effort, held 
them for two hours in a state of rapt 
attentiveness. At the end of that time 
the audience was eager for more and 
would have gladly listened had the lec- 
ture been longer. 

The words uttered by Mr, Watson stir- 
red and thrilled his audience in a man- 
her whieh was truly remarkable, and hig 
remarks were punctiiated at almost ev- 
ery pauge by loud:and enthusiastic ap- 
plause. 

W. 8S. Weir, of the Henry Grady De- 


bating Club, under whose auspices the 


ecture was given, was the first speaker. 

e-traced the history of the club in a 
brief, but interesting, manner and told 
jts history from-its meager beginning to 
the present time. In introducing Hon. 
Clark Howell he referred to him and the 
work of The Constitution in terms of 
high praise. 

Mr: Howell introduced Mr. Watson in a 
brief but felicitous manner, touching on 
the world-wide fame which he had se- 
cured as a historian. 

The South’s Attitude. 

Mr. Watson prefaced his lecture with 
an allusion to the habitua] tentative ai- 
titude which the south htd employed 
toward the north since the war. He 
epoke of the deprecatory manner which 
southern men had displayed when enter- 
ing the white house. He said he was 
giad, however, to be able to speak of two 
men who had always been bold and 
fearless in their attitude towara the 
union—Ben Hill, of Georgia, and Ben 
Tillman, of South Carolina. 

Coming dow nto some of the anachro- 
misms of current history he instanced 
the inflated importance which had been 
given to the pilgrims of Plymouth Rock, 
and showed conclusively that this same 
spirit had been displayed in Virginia 
thirteen years before. 

The fabled story of Paul Revere's ride 
was taken up and dissected in a humor- 
ous fashion. The popular herd was not 
heid up to ridicule and was given full 
credit for his deed. Still, at the same 
time, he considered that the incident at 
Kings mountain, which was really the 
turning point of the revolutionary war, 
had been slighted in history. The ride 


of these men—not of 10 or 15 miles—but P 
2 


of hundreds of miles; was a fur greater 
feat. 

President Roosevelt, he said, had been 
just enough to give the south credit for 
this in his recent history. 

Roosevelt Is Scored. 

Commenting on Roosevelt, he scored 
him roundly for his allusions to Jeffer- 
gon Davis as an arch traitor. 

“When a man singles out some certain 
man for such an appelation, one cannot 
escape the impression that he does not 
entertain the same view of the whole 
people, and naturally one is inclined to 
call dn question the might of such a man 
to write his country’s history.’’ 

Mr. Watson then touched on Roose- 
velt’s reference to Robert E. Lee as the 
greatest general of the Anglo-Saxon 
race. Continuing, he spoke of the pris- 
oners of war of both armies and com- 
mented on the respective treatment of 
them, According to statistics, more con- 
federates had died than federals, and yet 
the federals were in much better condi- 
tion to care for prisoners than the con- 
federates. A _ striking illusion of the 
fighting proclivities of the southern sol- 
diers was drawn from the refusal of 
General Grant to exchange 220,000 con- 
federate prisoners, he having stated that 
if these men were exchanged he would 
be “seriously embarrassed’ and Sher- 
man’s march to the sea retarded or 
broken up. 

John Lawrence, of South Carolina, was 
given the place denied him in history for 
his aid to the colonies in securing help 
from France when Benjamin Franklin 
had failed. 

Speaking of these frequent injustices 


dealt the south by histories, Mr. Wat- | 


gon said:

New York, June 10.~The cotton market open- 
@d4 firm with prices | to 6 points higher and 
pretty much all the rest of the session crept 
slowly upward on small demand from the 
bear interest, light foreign buying, increased 
bull support and slim offeringe. Nearly al! in- 
fluences at work favored a higher market, 
though the chief factor at the start was the 
cable news. This reflected an increased de- 
mand for spot cotton at 1-32d advance, and 
@ firmer ruling of futures throughout the 
list. For a time the Wall street’ bear con- 
tingent opposed the improvement by selling 
the August position, but for the most part 
the bears decided that discretion was the bet- 
ter part of valor and covered up. Predictions 
for a bullish -weekly crop and weather report 
from Washington, with a dry weather map. 
hardly served to inetill confidence in bear 
circles. Liverpoo] continued to advance after 
the New York market opened, and Europe 
Was a consistent buyer here. Complaints from 
the central belt that labor was scarce and ab- 
normally high, from the western belt that 
Train was needed and from the eastern belt 
that lice and drought were injuring cotton 
helped to strengthen the market as a whole. 
Promptly at noon the government report came 
to hand and proved quite as bullish as pre- 
dicted, and had the effect of stiffening the 
new crop months 6evera] points, and for the 
rest of the afternoon the course of the mar- 
ket was quite steadily upward. The late 

months led the summer positions in point 
of strength. The market ftnally was steady 
net 7 to I4 points higher.

Weekly Summary of Crop Conditions. 


Washington, June !10.—The weather bureau's 
weekly summary of crop conditions is as fol- 
lows: 
Although the week averaged somewhat cooler 
than ueual in portions of the lake region and 
northern New England, where light frosts 
occurred, the temperature conditions were 
@enerally favorable in the districts east of 
the Rocky mountains and also in the middle 
and southern Pacific coast regions. The states 
of the lower Missouri valley have again suf- 
fered from excessive rains, which have also 
interrupted farm work in the nogthern por- 
tions of lllinoie and Indiana and the southern 
portions of Wisconsin and Michigan. Rain ts 
now generally needed along the gulf and At- 
jantic coasts from Texas to southern New 
England, and drought is becoming serious in 
the Carolinas and in the central and west gulf 
districts. 

With ample moisture and favorable tem- 
peratures corn has made good growth through- 
out the central valley, but is much in need 
of cultivation In the states of the lower Mis- 
sissippi and Wisconsin valleys. In the lower 
Ohio valley and Tennessee the crop is well 
cultivated and in promising condition, but in 
the central and west gulf states is suffering 
much from drought. 

The warm, showery weather there for the 
past week has been favorable to the develop- 
ment of rust in winter wheat in portions of 
Missouri I and has lodg-

difficulties 
last named state. 

On the Pacific coast the wheat outlook 
continues promising, although grasshoppers 
are causing some damage in the Sacramento 
—— 

pring wheat has made rapid growth and 
there is a promising condition throughout the 
spring wheat region except on lowlands, where 
it has suffered from excessive moisture. 

In the states of Missouri and upper Missis- 
sippi valleys and lake region oats have made 
good progress and are in promising condition, 
although too rank growth is reported from 
portions of Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota and Wis- 
consin. In the upper Ohio valley, middle and 
south Atlantic and east gulf states the crop is 
inferior. 

Rain has been generally needed throughout 
the cotton belt, except over the medtinnen’ dan 
tion of the centra; districts. The effects of 
drought, vowever, are not yet serious. Insecte 
are causing injury to portions of Texas. Indi- 
ana and Georgia. The crops are generally well 
cultivated, except over the northern portion 
*, See districts. 

n ennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia and 
North Carolina the conditions aaee an been 
favorable for transplanting tobacco and the 
condition of early planted in the two last 
named states has deteriorated. In the Ohio 
valley Tennessee, transplanting is nearly 
finished, the acreage in Kentucky being re- 
duced on account of insufficient plants and 
unfavoran.e ‘‘seasons."’ Cutting is in prog- 
ress in. South Carolina. 

On the whole the fruit outlook continues un- 
favorable, the most promising reports being 
received from the lake region, the northern 
the middle Atlantic states and 
New England.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, June 10.—There was some im- 
provement in the demand for stocks today 
and upward progress was made by prices, but 
the market was still dull and narrow to a de- 
gree that has not been equaled for the last 
two years until within a week.

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, June |0.—Thére was fair bull force 
to the rather dull grain markets today in spite 
of a number of early bearish influences. 
There was an early sag all around, but fair 
support and manipulation overcame all the 
depression and July wheat closed %c up, July 
corn %@%c higher and July oats unchanged. 
July provisions closeu 2%:w5c to 37c higher. 

Warm dry weather, and cables that indi- 
cated improving weather abroad depressed 
wheat at the opening. Outside markets also 
were weak. Trade was not inclined to do 
much one way or the other, and as usual on 
government crop report day, assumed some- 
thing of a waiting attitude. The crop report 
was expected to show considerable improve- 
ment over last month’s figures, and some of 
the crowd started to anticipate its bearish 
effect by selling. This was true in -outside 
markets, and in several cases the pits were 
over sold. Minneapolis started a _ reaction. 
There was some fair covering, and elevator 
interests did some good buying. July wheat, 
after opening %@%@*c lower at 70%@70%e, 
advanced to 4i1%@7i'tec. A large decrease in 
the world’s visible supply—4,600,000 bushels 
—decreased northwestern receipts and the 
northwestern strength held prices rather 
Steady for some time. July closed slightly 
firmer %c higher at 71i%@7I%c. Local re- 
ceipts were o2 cars, 2 of contract grade. 
Minneapolis and Duluth reported 98 cars. 
making 4 total for the three points of 150 
cars, against 158 last week and 442 a year 
ago. Primary receipts were small at 265.,- 
OOO bushels, compared to 632,000 bushels 
last year. Seaboard clearances in wheat and 
ficur equaled 213,000 bushels. 

The fine weather was a handicap to the bull 
argument in corn at the start, but it éo0on 
gave way to the support of the 
bull interests. Country acceptances were 
not s0 free and were reported grad- 
ually falling off. Arrivals here were liberal 
at 505 cars, but the receipts at this point are 
expected to diminish soon. Business was dull! 
most of the day. July corn dipped early to 
62%c, rallied to 63%c and closed firm %@%ec 
higher at 62%c. 

Oats ruled dull but steady. Bearish crop 
reports were expected today from the govern- 
ment bureau, and this, together with the im- 
proved weather, depressed prices early. Cash 
stuff was still firm, and although receipts 
were liberal at 237 cars, a little buying dis- 
pelled the weakness in this pit. July sold 
at 38c up to 38%c and closed steady and un- 
changed at 38'ec. 

Provisions were very dull but strong. Hogs 
were weaker, but packers held stuff for higher 
prices and methodically advanced the quota- 
tions on a few artificial sales. Ribs were 
strongest and made the astonishing jump at 
37'ec. It is eaid there ig a large short in- 
terest In provisions that figures that 
abnormally high.

A regular 53-mile-an-hour schedule is 
soon to be put on between New York 
and Chicago. THis means a considerable 


increase in fare between these and other,

No more than 
the tive cars wili be hauled upon any pe- 
text or for any price, this privilege 
ing denied even tO the president of 
company. An extra fare of $8 will be 
charged between New York and Chicago, 
$ between Philadelphia and Chicago and 
$4 between New York and Pittsburg. 
Only six stops each way will be inade, 
and they are necessitated by changes of 
engines. The Lake Shore road aiso an- 
nounces that it wil] put on twenty-four- 
hour trains June lo and maintain it 
hereafter between New York and Chica- 
g0. Since 1892 the Lake Shore has been 
steadily improving its tracks, adding to 
the weight, speed and endurance of its 
locomotives, and adding also to the 
weight of the cars, which alone makes 
a fast ride possible and easy. The traffic 
officials and the operating men as weil 
are of the opinion that conditions are 
ideal at present for the running of a 
fast train, and it will be attempted.”’
